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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in response to the election received December 28, 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 2, 3, and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The claim is indefinite as failing to further limit the limitations of a previous claim. In 
claim 1 there is not mention of a "novolac" alone, however there is mention of a 
novolac/diazoquinone resin. It is unclear is applicants desire to further limit the 
novolac/diazoquinone or intend to further add a new ingredient. 

Line 6 of claim 2 is unclear as to the "polyimade" wherein there is no such polymer 
known in the art. 

Claim 3, line 3 is unclear as to the "polyimade" wherein there is no such polymer known 
in the art. 

Claim 6, line 1 1 is unclear as to the term "sleeted" 
Correction is necessary. 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. PREMLATHA et al and JAGANNATHAN et al are cited of interest as references 
assigned to the same assignee and disclose photoresist compositions comprising polymer bound 
sensitizers, however lacks the overcoated photoresist. 
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4. Claims 1-6, 18 and 20 are seen allowable upon the correction of the indefiniteness of 
claim 2. 

None of the references of record anticipate or render obvious the recited invention.
